Jack Kent Cooke 
1912-1997 


Jack Kent Cooke, 84, passed 
away on April 6, 1997 in 
Washington, DC. 

Mr Cooke bought 25% of the 
Redskins in 1960 and became the 
majority owner in 1974. Under his 
watchful eye, the Redskins won 
more than 200 games, made 11 
playoff appearances, produced 
four NFC championships and three 
Super Bowl titles. 

Through it all, Mr Cooke was the 
one constant, emerging as the 
persona of an organization that 
became a model franchise on the 
field and in the community. 

Mr Cooke’s hand also extended 
in the communications industry 
with ownership of the Los Angeles 
Daily News. ownership of the 
Chrysler and Kent Buildings in 
New York City, cable televisions 
systems and real estate enterprises. 

Mr Cooke was born Oct. 25, 1912 
in Hamilton, Ontario, Canada. 

Survivors include his wife, 
Marlene Cooke, a son John Kent 
Cooke, and a daughter Jacqueline 
Kent Cooke. Another son. Ralph 
Kent Cooke died in 1995. Mr. 
Cooke is also survived by two 
brothers, Donald Ralph and 
Harold, a sister Marion Franks.

The 1997 offseason was a tumultuous 
one for the Washington Redskins 
organization. With the passing of Jack 
Kent Cooke and the completion of the 
sate-of-the-art Jack Kent Cooke 
Stadium. coupled with the usual 
offseason business of the draft and free 
agency. there was no offseason at 
Redskin Park. 

Luckily for the Redskins and 
Washington, John Kent Cooke was at the 
helm to reassure. and ensure that the 
business of running a football team 
would carry on smoothly. 

But that comes as no surprise to 
National Football League owners, 
Redskin personnel and players. 

“Since the first day | walked into 
Redskin Park I have been amazed at just 
how much John Kent Cooke does behind 
the scenes to ensure this organization 
runs smoothly.” says Head Coach Norv 
Turner. “He knows this football team 
and he knows how to make a football 
team successful, | don’t think as a coach 
you could ask for the kind of support 
John Cooke gives to the Washington 
Redskins.” 

The Skins off-the-field 
accomplishments since Mr Cooke 
assumed administration of the team in 
1981 rival the eight playoff appearances, 
four NFC championships, five NFC East 
division titles. and the four Super Bowl 
appearances. 

“John has been involved in the day- 
to-day operations of this team for 16 
years. and since I’ve been general 
manager (1989). he’s been involved in 
every major decision that’s been made 
here, whether it’s a contract negotiation 
or hiring.” said General Manager 
Charley Casserly. “People say we are a 
class organization.

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Charley Casserly arrived at Redskin 
Park in 1977 as an unpaid intern for 
former Redskins coach George Allen. 


“LT told them I'd work for free, 
breaking down film, cleaning the locker 
room, anything,” recalls Casserly.

His work-ethic, dedication, and 
military-like preparedness are as 
intense today as they were 20 years ago 
under George Allen. His hours of 
research and preparation leading up to 
Nory Turner's hiring as head coach in 
1994, is a well-known fact among those 
at Redskin Park. 


His eye for talent has long been 
acknowledged among his peers and 
those at Redskin Park, but it became 
evident to everyone with his very first 
selection as general manager. 

In the fifth round of the 1990 draft, 
Casserly saw enough to select an option 
quarterback from Southwest Louisiana 
as a running back/return specialist, 
That player, Brian Mitchell, joined Jim 
Brown and Gale Sayers as the only 
three NFL players to lead the league in 
all-purpose yardage three consecutive 
seasons. 

The ability to find a diamond in the 
rough is not new to Casserly. Late 
round finds in recent years include Gus 
Frerotte (1996 Pro Bowl), Rich Owens 
(11 sacks in 1996) and Jamie Asher (42 
receptions for 481 yards and four 


touchdowns). As a scout he was responsible 
for uncovering two members of the original 
Hogs, Joe Jacoby and Jeff Bostic, as free 
agents. 

In eight years as the Redskins general 
manager. Casserly has coupled that 
diligence with uncanny instincts to lead the 
Redskins to three playoff appearanves and a 
Super Bowl crown. After three seasons of 
rebuilding and improving from three to nine 
wins, Casserly brings a team with playoff 
aspirations to Jack Kent Cooke Stadium.

On March 4, 1997, 
Jack Kent Cooke. the 
late owner of the 
Washington Redskins 
made certain that 
Norv Turner would 
lead the team into the 
21st century. 

“In my experience 
in professional 
sports.” the late Mr 
Cooke said at the time, “ have not met a more 
talented coach, and motivator of men than 
Norv.” 

With that said, Turner was given a con- 
tract extension through the year 2001. 

“We have been an organization that has 
shown consistent improvement over the last 
three years.” said Turner. “We are a young 
improving football team that is at the point of 
being a playoff team. L have high hopes for the 
Redskins future.” 

That future has been built with patience 
and skill. Under Turner's direction the 
Redskins are the most improved team in the 
NFC over the past three seasons increasing 
their win total by six games (3 to 9 from 1994- 
96). 

In 1996, the Redskins offense improved to 
9th overall in the NFL and were the top rush- 
ing team in the NFC averaging 119.4 yards 
per game. 

In the Red Zone, the Skins were a near 
model of perfection scoring on a league-best 
52 of 53 opportunities. 

Turner’s three years of directing the 
rebuilding of the Skins has been dramatic. 
Only four players (CB Darrell Green, TE 
James Jenkins, RB Brian Mitchell and T Ed 
Simmons) remain on the club Turner inherit- 
ed on February 2. 1994. 

The Redskins will have on their preseason 
roster 51 players who are 26-years-or- 
younger. The Redskins 1996 season-ending 
roster had 23 players with three or less years 
of NFL experience. Last season. 7 of those 23 
players started at least one game on offense. 


“We are already a better football team 
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than the one who finished the year last 
season,” said Turner. “We have young 
guys who found out what it takes to win in 
this league and a week-by-week basis.

Norval Eugene Turner was born in 
LeJeune, North Carolina. on May 17, 
1952. He was raised in’ Martinez, 
California, one of the five children in a 
single-parent household. nurtured by a 
loving and remarkably strong-willed

“and he enjoyed talking about the game.

1992: Tt was a 
broken right forearm that sidelined 
Darrell from weeks 3 through LO whieh 
left him off the Pro Bowl roster for the 
first time sinee 1989. His top 
performance came against the Cowboys 
in week 14 with nine tackles. three 
passes defensed and a key forced fumble 
on Michael Irvin in the fourth quarter. 
But it was a fracture of the radius 
midway up his right forearm, suffered 
with 4:15 left in the game against the 
Faleons, that took a big chunk out of 
Darrell’s season, He did miss the 
Redskins playoff win with a bruised 
heel, but bounced back to see action in 
nickel coverage the following week at 
San Francisco, 1991; He was chosen to 
his fifth Pro Bowl (his second straight as 
a starter) and was afi unanimous all- 
Pro. Darrell tied for the team lead with 
five interceptions (his best output since 
1986) and a team-best 21 passes 
defensed. Twice Darrell came up with 
two interceptions in (he same game vs 
Detroit in week one and Philadelphia in 
week five. It was Darrell’s pivotal 
interception in overtime against the 
Oilers in week nine that led to the game 
winning field goal. And in the 
postseason, Darrell again was superb 
with two interceptions, Darrell’s regular 
season best included a season-high 10 
tackles vs. Dallas in week 12. His 
postseason honors included: Pro Bowl, 
AP all-Pro, UPL all-NFC. all-Madden. 
College and Pro Football Newsweekly 
NEL all-Pro, Sports Mlustrated all-Pro. 
Football News all-NFL, PFWA all-Pro, 
NEA all-Pro. The Sporting News all- 
Pro, Pro Football Weekly all-NFL. 1990: 
Darrell was named a Pro Bowl starter - 
his fourth appearance: a first-team on 
the all-NFC team by UPL, Football News 
and Pro Football Weekly and a second- 
team all-NFL choice by AP. Darrell 
opened the year with interceptions the 
first three weeks of the season (a career 
first). In week three vs. Dallas, Darrell 
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had seven tackles. two pass deflections 
and capped the Redskin win with an 18- 
yard interception return for a 
touchdown. He posted a season-best 10 
tackles against the ers and also came 
up with an interception, He also had 
interceptions against Phoenix and New 
Orleans to finish with four (the most 
since his five thefts in 1986). He also had 
an interception in the playoff win over 
Philadelphia, 1989: A fractured wrist 
in week seven against Tampa Bay 
prematurely ended his season. Against 
Phoenix, Darrell had two first quarter 
interceptions as the Redskins jumped to 
an early lead. Despite missing the final 
nine games. his five pass deflections were 
third on the squad, 1988: Darrell’s 
worth was again evident in his absence. 
A broken hand in the first quarter of the 
weck 15 contest versus Dallas opened the 
door to three Cowboy touchdown passes 
in a 24-17 loss. He led the Skins in pass 
deflections with 14 and also provided a 
spark on special teams with several 
timely punt returns. Returns of 13 and 
18 yards against the Steelers set up a 
field goal and touchdown in a 30-29 
victory. The best was a 32-yard fourth 
quarter return versus the Giants, L987; 
In the NFC championship game. Darrell 
made the last-second hit on the goal line 
that helped jar the football out of the 
hands of running back Darrin Nelson, 
preventing the Vikings from forcing 
overtime, The performance came despite 
torn rib cartilage that kept his playing 
status in question throughout the week. 
Green had suffered the injury the 
previous week during his 52-yard punt 
return for a touchdown in the first 
round playoff game against the Bears. 
The return gave the Redskins a 21-14 
lead and provided the winning margin. 
The highlight of his regular season came 
against Detroit with a carcer-high three 
interceptions. The last came on the Lions 
final possession and preserved a 20-13 
vietory. His overall performance 
resulted in a third Pro Bowl 
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appearance, 1986: A succession of big 
plays led Darrell to his seeond Pro Bowl. 
In week two, Darrell’s interception in 
the end zone with 30 seconds remaining 
sealed a 10-6 vietory against the Raiders, 
He was slowed in week 12 against Dallas 
when a bruised shoulder foreed Darrell 
from the lineup for the first time in his 
career. His five interceptions were a 
team high. In the playoffs, Darrell 
intercepted a pass to set up the wo-ahead 
touchdown in a 27-13 upset of the Bears. 
1985: Lady Luck did not smile on 
Darrell when punt returns of 99 yards 
and 73 yards were nullified on successive 
weeks, Nevertheless, his 13.4-yard 
average on 16 punt returns was the 
highest by a Redskin since Eddie 
Brown’s 13.5 in 1976. 1984: There was 
no sophomore slump for Darrell, who 
earned a starting Pro Bowl spot in his 
second season, He had five 
interceptions, 87 tackles, and a team- 
high 14 deflections, but cemented his all- 
star berth with one dramatic 
performance, With the Skins trailing 
Dallas 21-6 at halftime, Green turned 
the game around with a 32-yard puss 
intereeption for a touchdown, Later he 
stopped a Cowboy drive with an 
interception in the end zone, and the 
Redskins rallied for a 30-28 come-from- 
behind victory, 1983: Darrell set the 
tone for his NFL career the first time he 
touched the football with a 61-yard punt 
return in a preseason game against 
Atlanta. A contract dispute by Jeris 
White thrust him into the starting lineup 
against the Cowboys. and Darrell left his 
calling card when he pulled Tony 
Dorsett down from behind. He 
completed the year as the team’s fourth 
best tackler with 109, including a team- 
high 79 solo stops. His regular season 
play earned him a runner-up spot as AP 
NEL Defensive Rookie for the Year, and 
Football Digest and AP all-rookie teams. 
However. he saved his best for the 
postseason where he rau back an 
interception 72 yards for a touchdown 


against the Rams.

The 
centerpiece is his Learning Genter. at the 
Franklin Commons Housing Complex on 
Franklin Street in Northeast which he 
hopes will be a model educational 
program for youth nationwide. Besides 
computers donated by IBM, the fae 
is equipped with up-to-date education 
programs such as the Reader Rabbit 
system, which teaches spelling and word 
selection.

The Redskins finished! 173-101-3 all-time at RFK Studium, including 11-1 in postseason, The Skins played their first game at D.C. Stadium (re- 
named RFK Stadium in 1970) on October 1, 1961. A crowd of 36,767 filled the new $24 million facility as the Redskins lost to the Giants, 24-21, 
despite leading 21-7 after the first quarter. A pair of yeteran QBs, 10-year old Charley Conerly and 35-year old YA. Title led the Giants 


of HL passes for 315 yards and one TD and scored the game-winner in the Ath quarter ona L-yard run, Redskin 

Jim Kerr fumbled the opening kickoff and Pat Summerall, who later in the game would kick the first field goal at D.C. Stadium, recovered the 
lose hall for the Giants, Conerly then threw a 17-yard scoring pass to Kyle Rote for the first points in stadium history. The Redskins first points 
came when rookie QB Norm Snead passed three yards to Don Busseler. Later in the quarter, Skins DB Dale Hackbart intercepted a pass from 
und returned it48 yards for a touchdown. The Giants defense held Washington to 145 total offense. The Redskins dropped their first 

six games al the stadium until they defeated the Cowboys, 34-24 in the 1961 season finale ending a 23-vame winless streak. Dick James scored a 
team record four TDs. On December 22, 1996 the Redskins played their final game at RFK defeating the Dallas Cowboys 37-10. Quarterback 


Gus Frerotte passed for a ca {6 yards and running back Terry Allen added three rns puctidowns as the Redskins said goodbye 


to REK Stadium.
